atriklng the arm of the witness chair 
with his fist he exclaimed: 
"There is 
no truth in that statem ent so help me 
God.” 
No P o litica l P ressu re. 
Odell was the first witness of the 
day . He said no political pressure was 
broug ht to bear in the settlem ent of 
his suit ag ainst the Mercantile Trust 
company , and that It was settled the 
same as suits broug ht by others. 
He 
said he had been advised by counsel 
that his claim was a just one, and that 
any court would have awarded him 
more than he received in the settle­ 
ment. He knew of the Introduction of 
the Ambler bill, which it is said mig ht 
have affected

This he thoug ht would 
obviate many suits that are now fre­ 
quently broug ht for an accounting on- 
the part of a policy holder. 
Depew’s 
total profits in sy ndicate operations in 
which $200,000 was tied up had been

John Gilchrist, in charg e of the se­

Life Assurance society , told of millions 
of dollars in loans made at the end of 
the y ear in the names of clerks of 
Kuhn, Loeb A Co., to comply with the 
law that the surplus should be invest­ 
ed, or to keep down the cash balances.

This 
action was taken at u meeting of the 
finance committee, and McCurdy said 
was the first step In reducing the ex­ 
penses of the company . 
Salaries of the other executive offi­

President McCurdy, in his address 
to the trustees, outlined a policy of 
retrenchment the executive officers had 
decided upon. He declared he did not 
know what was contained in the report 
of the special Investig ating committee 
and he did not desire to forestall any ­ 
thing the committee mig ht do, for he 
would abide by its decision. 


CZAR’S MANIFESTO OUT 


GRANTS LAND TO THE PEASANTS 


L ifts $40 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 in T a x a tio n -L a t­ 
est S trik e No t So G enera l—St. 
P etersb u rg Tied Up T ig h t. 


London, Nov. 17 .—A dispatch from 
S t Petersburg to Reuter’s Teleg ram 
company say s that an imperial mani­ 
festo g ranting land concessions to the 
peasants was issued this morning . By 
its terms the land redemption tax pay ­ 
ments from Jan. 14, 1900, will be re­ 
duced by one-lialf, and from Jan. 14, 
1907 , the pay ments 
will 
be totally 
abolished. At the same time the capi­ 
tal of the peasants’ bank is increased, 
and the bank is g ranted additional loan 
privileg es with the object of facili­ 
tating to the utmost the purchase of 
lands by peasants. 
It is estim ated that the amount of 
taxation thus lifted from the peasants 
by the manifesto will ag g reg ate $40,- 
000,OOu, while the extension of the field 
of operations of the peasants’ bank 
will enable vast tracts of crown and 
private lands g radually to become the 
property of the peasants. 
St. Petersburg , Nov. 17 . — Thoug h 
the industrial tie-up at St. Petersburg 
y esterday was even 
more 
complete 
than it was Wednesday , and thoug h 
no break has been manifested in the 
ranks of the workmen, and 
strikes 
have broken out at Moscow and Reval, 
the most im portant feature of y ester­ 
day ’s developments was the failure of 
the walkodt to spread g enerally out­ 
side the capital. 
The movement 
ap­ 
parently lacks the spontaniety and con­ 
tag iousness of the last g reat strike. 
The whole network of railroads center­ 
ing at Moscow, except the St. Peters­ 
burg line, is still in operation. 
The strikers at S t Petersburg forced 
the closing of the Moscow railroad sta­ 
tion early y esterday afternoon, stop­ 
ping outg oing traffic for Moscow' and 
at 10 o'clock last nig ht, they finally 
succeeded in closing the electric sta­ 
tions and in cutting off lig ht from the 
city . Committees were sent to all the 
theaters, and succeeded in stopping the 
performances in several of them, and 
in the butiy ing districts they 
went 
from drug store to drug store ordering 
the pharm acists to close and threat­ 
ening them with the destruction 
of 
their stocks if they refused. Such nets 
as this alienate popular sy mpathy with 
the strikers.

Subject to Fine.

The fire department was called at 
4:15 yesterday afternoon to put out a 
bonfire back of the American express 
office. There is clause in the book of 
revised ordinances of this city which 
reads as follows: “The building and 
firing 
of bonfires within the fire 
limits of this city except at times and 
conditions to be stated by the mayor, 
is hereby declared a nuisance, and 
any person violating the provisions of 
this section shall on conviction, be 
fined five dollars for each and every 
offence.” 
This is an ordinance which should 
be enforced, as It Is a nuisance not 
oniy as a dang er to property, but to 
people driving along the streets. Peo­ 
ple are oblig ed to g o several blocks 
out of thetr way some times to drive 
around a fire built a’ong the street. 
The 
city 
furnishes a dumping 
g round where everything that can be 
burned can be disposed of. Probably 
a g reat many are ig norant when they 
build a nice bonfire in front of their 
yard just after dark, that they are 
making themselves liable to a fine 
for ig norance is no excuse in the eyes 
of the law.
